Bat 7 oa 
this ſo-exceeds our Power, that we cannot doe as we would, 
we muſt be ſure to doe what we may: We muſt treaſure up 
their Benefits in faithfull memories, and freely acknowledge 
them on all occaftons. We muſt nat ſuffer them to be injured, 
either by Fraud, or Violence, when we can prevent it; nor by 
Defamation and Scandal , when we can ſtop or confute it : 
But we muſt be as zealous in defence of their Perſons, Goods, 
and Good Name, as we would, were They our ſetves, and Their 
Concerns our own.

While our Calimity lafted; Tour Grace cautiouſly led a

And this appear'd plain and evident, even to thoſe who 
had no other /ight, but barely that of Nature, whereby 
to diſcern it ; it having been conſtantly and univerſally 
receiv d (as univerſally, I mean, as the acknowledg- 
ment of a God and Providence,) that God is to be wor- 
/hipp'd, and conſequently to be pray'd to: For Prayer hath 
ever been eſteem'd fo prime and effential a Part of Wor- 
ſhip, that (as the moſt Worthy of the Kind doth utual- 
ly carry the name of the Whole, fo) Prayer and Iuvocation 
are frequently put in Authours, both ſacred and profane, 
to denote Worſhip in general, and comprehend the 
whole of Divine Service. | | 

Hence it came to pals, that whatever either now is, or 
was at any time, how fondly and extravagantly foever, 
efteen'd a God, hath never faild of the Incente of Men's 
Petitions: 'That Stocks and Stones have been,fo meanly, and 
deſpicably,apply dto,by thoſe who could have reduc'd them 
to Chips,or Powder : That men fled for Protection to Snakes 
and Crecodiles, and every deſtruaive-ſort of Creature: 


That they humbled themſelves, and begg'd recovery at the 
Altars

Altars of Plague and Sickneſs: Hence Leeks and Onions 
have been ſought to, and, I conceive, very heartily en- 
treated, (according to the Condeſcenſion of the Roman 
Maſs-God ſince,) graciouſly to ſufter themſelves to be eatey. 
Some, we mult confeſs, addreſt themſelves to their deified 
Fancies, after ſomewhat a different manner ; - but ſtill they 
deſign'd the ſame thing, the ſupply of their Needs and Nee. 
celiities. Thus thoſe who whipp'd their Gods, thoſe who 
threw tones, and thoſe others who raifd at them, did it 
not with defign to affront them, but barely through miſ- 
take of their Diſpoſitions, vainly imagining they would 
prove the kinder for being miſ-usd, and interpret hard 
words, and harder blows as Favours. 

All theſe befotted People were right in their Major, (or 
this Propoſition,) that God is *o be worſhipp'd with Prayer-: 
For God including a Notion of A/l-ſuficience and Abun- 
dance of Mercyand Goodneſs, and all other concezvable Ex- 
cellence ; what more conſonant to right Reaſon,than that ne- 
ceflitous men ſhould petition him for Alms,who hath both 
enough, and to ſpare, and Goodneſs ſufficient to prompt 
him to ſupply a/ our wants. "Twas the Minor (or this 
Propoſition) they were out in, when they aſftirm'd of 
their Szock, or their Stone, the work of their Hand, or the 
work of their Fancy, This is a God, this is able to help us : 
And this was it which miſled their Devotion. I conclude 
therefore that it is plain and evident by the bare Light of 
Nature, that God is to be worſhippd by Prayer. 

What iso plain by the Light of Nature, is yet farther 
illuſtrated by the -Light of Scripture. Which to evince, by 
alledging ſeparate Texts, and particular places, when as 
the whole is in a manner but one continued Proof of it, 


may ſeem perhaps ſome prejudice to the Aſſention : Where- 
B fore. '

fore I ſhall rather chuſe to prove it chiefly from geverals, 
and lay: my firſt inſtance in the building the Tabernacle. 

For what meant Moſes his Qzadragefimal Fat (his Faſt of 
Forty days) which he kept in the Mountain 2 What God's 
{o large and uninterrupted Diſcourſe with him > What 
tie many Rules and Directions which he there gave him ? 
What the inſpiring Bezaliel and Aholjab, with fine con- | 
trivance and archite&tonical Wiſdom 2 What the en- 
larging the hearts of the People to that p#tch of Literality, 
that he who bad them gzve, was fain to bid them forbear, 
and charge them to bring no more Oblations 2 To what 
I fay, tended a// this,but to the Proof, and to the Enforce- 
ment of zhe great Duty of Prayer 2 All this was indeed 
immediately deſign'd to the building the Tabernacle : That - 
was deſign'd immediately for the Worſhip of God : But 
hereof Prayer was ſo conſiderable a part, that when after- 
wards in lieu of this trave/ling Tent, Solomon built a fixt, 
and a ſtanding Houſe, that Houſe was call'd the Fouſe of 
Prayer: and well it might for ; we are not to doubt but 
that all their Sacrifices were accompanied with Prayer, 
and that Prayer was the beginning, continuation, and end 
of the Service; for God cſteems Prayer the ſweeter Tucenſe, 
and prefers the Devotion of the Prie/t and Yetary, far be- 
tore the Bloud of the Yittim. 

The whole Book of the Pſalms, from the beginning to the 
end, is but one perpetuated confirmation of thj7s Truth , 
that Prayer is our indiſpenſible Duty : For of what elſe 

_ conſiſts it, but of Confeſſions, Petitions, and Yows, andjoy- 
full Songs of Praiſe and Thauksgiving 2 All which are but 
ſeveral branches of Prayer. Nor ſeems it to me improbable 
that David was chiefly beholden for that great and match- 

r Sam, 13.14-Teſs Charafter, of being a man after God's own Heart, -to 


his

lis great Propenſity to theſe Foly Exerciſes,thele Antepaſts 
of Heaven, and Seraphick Employments. 

For the Prophets, it was a conſtant prevailing cuſtome 
with them, as often as they came with God's Commiſſion 
to 1educe Rebels, to charge them to turn to the Lord with 
Weeping, Faſting, and Prayer, as ever they hop'd for Mer- 
cy and Pardon. | 

If we proceed to the Goſpel, there we ſhall find that the 

Baptiſt firſt, and our Saviour after him, each taught his 
ſeveral Diſciples a particular and (if there be ſenſe in words) 
a ſet Form of Prayer ; Fohn's Form indeed is loſt, and we 
can the better ſpare it, becauſe our Saviour's remains ; but 
© neither the one nor the other had ever been. extant, had 
not their great Authours known that great is the Duty of 
Prayer. 

Our Saviour ſays, Watch and pray, that ye enter not into Mat. 25.41. 
Temptation : And in the 18th of St. Luke he ſpoke a Pa- 
rable, to ſhew that wen ouzht always to pray. Conſonant 
whereto is St. Paul's Injun&tion, Pray without ceaſing ; and 1 Thel. s. 17. 
that of St. Peter not much unlike, Watch unto Prayer. 

. IT. But I haſten unto my ſecond Head ; The great 
Encouragement we have to pray. 

And that the rather, becauſe (if there wants any thing, 
more to ſupport it) this part (like ſtones in a building, 
which ſtrengthen one another,) will farther confirm the 
former : For the Command and the Fycouragement do gene- 
rally in Holy Scripture go-hand in hand,and we are ſeldom 
bid pray, but we are told in the fame breath, that we ſhall 
obtain; and fo back again, Fice versi. We have there: 
fore as great Encouragement to this Duty as Tufinite Good- 
neſs can give, and utmoſt need and neceſſity deſire, viz. ma- 
ny and repeated Promiſes of God,{who is Truth it ſelf, and

cannot lye, ) that he will readily grant our requeſts,that he 
will give us our hearts deſire, and fulfill all our mind , 
and perform all our Petitions. 

Some few Inſtances of many I ſhall produce : 

Mat. 7.7, 8. Ask and it ſhall be given you, ſeek and ye 
ſhall find, knock and it ſhall be opened unto you. 

For every one that asketh receiveth, and he that ſecketh 
findeth, aud to him that knocks it ſhall be opened. The Text 
goes-on {till ſo pertinent, that-the remainder cannot well 
be omitted : Or what man is there of you, whom if his Son 
ask Bread, will he give him a Stone > Or- if he ask a 
Fiſh, will he give him a Serpent > If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good Gifts unto your Children; how much 
more ſhall your Father, which is in Heaven, gtve good things 
to them that ask him. | 

Joel 2. 23. (Which Text occurrs again in the Acts of 
the Apoſtles,) And it ſhall come to paſs, that whoſoever ſhall 
call on the Name of the Lord, ſhall be deliver d. 

Jer. 33. 3- Call upon me, and Twill anſwer thee. 

Joh. 26. 23, 24. Yerily, verily 7 ſay unto you, (tis af-. 
firm'd with an Aſſeveration,) whatſoever ye ſhall ask the 
Father in my Name, he will give it you: Hitherto have ye 
asked nothing in my Name ; ask and ye ſhall receive, that 
your joy may be full. 

Theſe Proots naked and abſtrated Reaſon would be 
apt to think ſufficient ; but becauſe 'tis found by experi- 
ence, that Znbelief is wont to ſtick very cloſe to our hearts, 
and isthe bitter Root and Original of moſt of our Mi/- 
carriages, and makes us doubt even after Convidtion, I ſhall 
therefore proceed to ſhew, that God is really as good as 
his Word, and makes good his Promiſe by taithfull Per- 


formance.

An illuſtrious Inſtance hereof we have in the 8th Ch: of 
Ezra : This Ezra with the good leave of Artaxerxes, the 
great Monarch of the Eaſt, was bringing back his bre- 
thren,the Fews, from their Babilonzan Captivity ; he well 
knew,that in their way they were like to meet with ſome 
who had evil will at $:ov, and would endeavour to hinder 
their return to Feryſalem. This made him once half of 
the mind, that it were beſt to petition the King for a 
Grard; but upon ſecond thoughts he conſiderd, that he 
had formerly ſpoken unto the King, faying; The hand of - 
our God is upon all them for good that ſeek him, bat his Power, "** ** 
and his Wrath, is againſt all them that forſake him : Where- 
fore he refolv'd to have no other Guard but his God, and 
to commit. himſelf and his charge, by Prayer and Faſting, 
to his ſole Care and Prote&ion. Theſe were their Cireum- 
ſtances, and what was the Event he next tells us; So we 
faſted, and befought our God for this, aud he was entreated of yer. 23, 


4s. 

Moſes, by Commiſſion from God, brought ſeveral 
Plagues upon Ze ypt ; Pharaoh beſeeches him, that by 
interceſſion with his Mighty Maſter he would get them 
remov'd: Moſes is prevaifd with, and goes to God; and God 
is as eaſily entreated as Moſes. 

Tſaac's fair and far-fetch'd Wife was Barren ; And dfaac A 
entreated the Lord for his Wife, becauſe ſhe was barren, and © 
the Lord was entreated of him, (that is, was prevaild on by 
him,) and Rebeckah his Wife conceived : And a notable con- 
ception it was ; for ſhe had Twins in her Womb, and thoſe 
Twins were two Sons, and thofe Sons were two Natzons , 

Iſrael, the Lord's peculiar, and Edom. | 

Hannah alſo was barren, and wanted a Son to take off 


her reproach; ſhe knew that every good gift is from —_— 
an

Fam. 1.159, and cometh down from the Father of Lights ; tohim there- 
fore ſhe made her humble Addreſs, and poured out her 
Soul before him; . and God did wore than grant her re- 
queſt, in giving her ſuch a Son, as ſhe could not in. Mo- 
deſty have askt. _ 

This Son may. attend his Mother ; for after. that great 
Defeat of the 1ſraelites,wherein theirJudges were ſlain, and 
the Ark of God taken, the Lords of the Philiſtinves came 
up a ſecond time againſt them to Battel: They, difcoura- 
ged at the ſight of their Conquerours, fled to Samuel for 
the Protection of his Prayers; He cryed unto the Lord for 
the People, and God ſent them Auxiliaries from Heaven, 
and difcomfited the Enemy with Lightnings and Thun- 
der. 

The 107th Plalm is a Song of Deliverances, the Zurthey 
of which, no leſs than four times repeated, is, They 
they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, and he delivered 
them out of their diſtreſs. 

Particulars areinfinite, and we ſhould never get through 
them ; I ſhall therefore conclude this head with an Elo- 
gy which I borrow from a late Learned Man of our own : 

BibpTaylors © The- Prayers of men have fav'd Cities and Kingdoms 
Holy Living, ©* from ruine : Prayer hath rais'd Dead men to Life, hath 
. eng * ſtoppd the violence of Fire, ſhut the mouths of Wild 
the Morives, © © Bealſts, hath alter'd the courſe of Nature, causd Rain in 
« gypt, and Drought in the Sea ; it made the Sun to 
* go from Weſt to Eaſt,, and the Moon to ſtand ſtill, and 
* Rocks and Mountains to walk : And it cures Diſeaſes 
* without Phyſick, and makes Phyſick to doe the work of 
«Nature, and Nature to doe the. work of Grace, and 
* Grace to doe the work of God ; and it does Miracles of 
\* Accident and Event. This is a noble Teſtimony to the 
power . 
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power of Prayer, and God's veracity, and this Teſtimony 
is true. I come now to the laſt thing propogd.

Firſt, Our Prayers muſt be rightly qualified in relation 
to their Objef. 

The 04je# of our Prayers muſt be God only, Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt, and be put up in the alone name of 
the Lord Feſas. | b 

For why ſhould we through a voluntary humility, have 
recourſe to a Courtier when we are invited, nay, com- 
manded to go diretly to the King? God, who is very 
mercifull to hear us, is yet very jealous of a Corrival, and 
will not endure any ſuch, whether Saint, or Angel. fi John, 1. 
any man fin, we have an Atvocate with the Father, Jeſus 
Chriſt the righteous ; and he is the Propitiation for our fins. * 2: 

Scripture forbids us to beg the Interceſſion,even of real 
Saints :How fruitleſs then and vain muſt it be to ſue to a Bec- 
ket, a Garnet, or a Coleman? Tis deer Riſing there to 
berecommended,where Saints for Treaſon may have an in- 
tereſt. There is but one God, (lays St. Paul) and one Medi-1 Tim. 2. 5. 
atour between Godl and Man, the man Chriſt Jeſus. But to 
crave the Mediation of a Santtified Traitor ; what other can 

it be, than for a Wretch to recommend himſelf to the 
Devilby his Proxy. C Secondly,

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Secondly, Our Prayers muſt bt rightly qualified, as to 
the Matter of them : And, VS 

x. We muſt never ask any thing of God that is Sinfull. 

For that were highly to affront God, while we pretend 
to honour him ; and to pray for a Curſe, inſtead of 
a Bleſſing. The Greeks and Romans are noted 
to have been faulty herein by their own Authours. 
The former had their " Zev, mo EaoidEvoai [401 Yerotmo. 
O Jupiter | make me an Emperour; and their © Zev, Toy Taies. 
pot TEX tws amrolavav. Of! give my Father an inheritance E- 
ternal in the Heavens, that I may ſucceed to his . Earthly 
Poſſeſſicns ; and the latter had their 7acito mala wota ſu- 
ſarro, 1ll prayers which they durſt but whiſper: Nay, (were 
that my Province) it wereeaſie to evince,that Modern Rome 
15 not wholly devoid-of ſuch lewd Worſhippers, though I 
incline to believe that or Charch is : For how deprav'd fo- 
ever too many among #s may be, and are, intheir Lives 
and Manners ; yet tis to be hop'd they are'all teo well in- 
ſtructed (even thoſe who know nething, but what they 
receive by chance and accident) toim?7zine that God can 
be a Patron of Villany, a favourer of ſuch requeſts as the 
ſuppliants themſelves know to be bad,and would not for the 
World they ſhould take air arnongſt-men. The Rule is; 
Our deſires muſt not carry our Prayers beyond thoſe Li- 
mits, wherewith Reaſon and Religion do circumfcribe and 
bound our Defires:, Any thing within theſe Boundaries is 
free for.us, and may juſtly be the ſubſtance of our Petiti- 
ons. Whatſoeyer,is thus limitted, we are ſure we may 
ask with God's good-[zking ; and this is the confidence that 
we have in him, that if we ask any thing according to his 
Wl, he heareth us. x Joh. 5. 14-

(x.) Confeſſion. of fins and Acknowledgment of 
faults (eſpecially if join'd with a firm reſolution of amend- 
ment) is the beſt, and only efte&tual:means of obtaining; 
Pardon. | 

(2) Petition,or asking, is ſo much a part of Prayer, that 
it is uſually put for: a//the ret; and ſometimes miſtaken for 
the whole. - _:: -- | 


(3.) We being ſo ſtrictly _— to love oneanother,and John 15, 12, 


Love being calFd the ' fulfilling of the Law, and praying for 
others (which is the meaning of /zterceſſion) being a ſign, 
and efftet of Love, it is eaſie to imagine, that he who does 
thus ſhall ſooneſt be. heard ; and therefore /zterceſſion alfo 
may well be eſteem a branch of Prayer. [10

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Here it may not be amiſs to obſerve in a word (with 
the admirable Authour of the Whole Duty of Man) that the 
defign of Confeſſion is not to inform God, from whom »o 
thought can be with-holden, but to humble our ſinfull ſelves : 
Wherefore we muſt not think we have confeſs ſufficient- 
ly, till deep Sorrow and Humility be wrought in us. 

3. The Words of our Prayers ought to be ſuch as are 
molt naturally expreffiive of our Wants and Importuni- 
ty. 
: But this muſt be underſtood of publick Prayers, (of 
which more hereafter) for in private words are not ne- 
ceſſary : There the Damb may pray as well as he that is 
Maſter of the moſt fluent Tongue, and the wnlearned equal 
the moſt excellent Oratour ; - for God ſees Muſick in a 
Thought, and hears the Cries of Zacit Aﬀections. 

4. As to the /ength of our Prayers; they muſt neither 
be /hort, through impatience, dulneſs, or indifference ; 
nor, on the other ſide, /og, out of Superſtition, Trifling, 
or Oftentation: We may' uſe many words, and.much 
ſpeaking, but muſt not think to be heard for it : And we 
may, with the Publica, contract our All into one breath, 
God be mercifull to me-a Sinner. We need not be appre- 
henſive of.that Baztologie [we render it vain repetitions ] 
which our Saviour cautions us againſt, though we ſhould 
imitate him in praying all night, if ſo long our words are 


the product of waking defires: And without theſe, a man 


may be guilty of that, or ſomewhat as bad, in the ſhor- 
teſt Sentence. V1; FT 


Thirdly, Our Prayers muſt be right as to their Mar-

Under this Head I ſhall comprehend the Manner both

and ſhew how both ſhould be qualified, in order to ob- 
taining. And, 
1. We muſt ask i» Faith.; that is, we are bound to 

hope with confidence, and be fully perſuaded that God 
will hear us. What was ſpoken before, concerning Excon- 
ragements, might here again conveniently be recall'd to 
Memory, for the confirmation of our Faith : But becauſe 
the Texts then urgd. had no condition expreſs d, but on- 
ly implied ; T ſhall produce ſome others, where this Con- 
dition of Faith is openly mention'd. : 

When our Saviour had told his Diſciples in the 21ſt of 
St. Matthew, If ye have Faith, and doubt not, ye ſhall not ver. 1. 
only doe this which is done to the Fig-tree; but alſo if ye 
ſhall ſay to this Mountain,. be thou remov'd, and be thou caſt 
into the Sea, it ſhall be done : He ſubjoins, Aud all things 
whatſoever ye ſhall ask in Prayer, believing, ye ſhall receive. 
The meaning of which.is more plainly expreſt in the x xth 
of St. Mark, What things ſoever ye defire when ye pray, be- ver. 24. 
lieve that ye receive them, and ye ſhall have them. Conſo- 
nant hereto is St. James's advice in his-firſt Chap. f any ver. . 
of you lack Wiſdom, let him ask of God ; but let him ask in 
Faith, nothing wavering ; for he that wavers is as a wave of 
the Sea, driven with wind, and toſſed. And that in his 5th. 
Chap. where after.he had enjoin'd, that if any Chriſtian | 
were ſick, he ſhould call for the Elders of the Church to -_ L 
pray over him, anointing him . with ojl in the name of 
the Lord; he.adds, And the Prayer of Faith ſhall ſave the 
fick, and the Lord ſhall raiſe him up; and if he have 
committed Sins , they ſhall be forgiven him. But.

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But here we muſt conſider, that as ſome things God has 
promis'd us, and ſome things not ; and that of thoſe things 
which he has promisd us, ſome are frmply and abſolutely 
promis'd, and others only conditionally,as he ſhall ſee them 
beſt for us ; ſo our Faith muſtbe different, according to 
this diverſity. When therefore we pray for things alſc- 
Iutely neceſſary to our Salvation (all which are promis'd 
without any reſervation) unleſs we ask amiſs, we are ſare 
to receive them: For all other things, our confidence 
muſt be greater or leſs, as they come nearer to, and are 
farther off from, the Nature of thoſe things which are 
ſimply and abſolutely promis'd. | | 

Only pray we for what we will that is honeſt, zhis 
Faith muſt neceſſarily accompany our Requeſts; namely, 
that God is able to perform what we ask, and ſo good and 
gracious, that he will doe it, in ſpecze, in kad, it that be 
beſt for us ; if not, that he is kinder than to puniſh us 
by a cruel bounty; and yet that our Prayers will not 
be loſt, but bring down a Bleſſing of another kind. 

2. Our prayers muſt be Ferwert. | 

This is the meaning of St. Fames, where he fays, The 
effeual fervent Prayer of a Righteous man availeth much. 
The Original word, here render'd fervent, is 9vepyomupJon, 
which is noted to fſignifie the doing of a thing with the 
utmoſt ſtrength and intention of mind and, as it were, with 
toil and labour ; which is then done, when the Mind is 
wholly bent upon obtaining its requeſt, and we vehe- 
mently defire the thing for which. we petition: For our 
defires are the true meaſure of the Fervency of our Prayers; 
though when we otherwiſe know men to be good, this 
may be ſometimes gueſt at by outward Circumſtances : Thus 
Elias (in whom Saint Jawes mentions in the following 

| TE words, 
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words, how he procurd Razz, or Drought, allmoſt at 
pleaſure) may probably be conjedturd, by his caſting him- 

ſelf down upon the earth, and putting his face between his 

knees, to have been very earneſt in Prayer. Andqueſtion- 

leſs Moſes pray'd very fervently, when he fell down before Deur.g. 18. 
the Lord forty days, and forty nights, and did neither eat 

Bread, nor drink Water. Which Pervear of his may be yet 

farther colle&ted, from his deſiring God rather* to blot 

him out of the Book which he had written, than deſtro 

rebellious ſrael, as he had threatned. | 

Such, no doubt, were all the Prayers of our great enſam- 

ple, the Lord Feſus, of whom we read, that he continued al/ Luke 6. r2, 
night in Prayer; that he offered up Prayers and Supplicati- gep, ,. -. 
ons, with ſtrong crying and tears; that he pray'd till heſweat 

again, and that not common ſweat neither , but, as z# Luke 22, 44; 
were, great drops of Bloud falling down to the ground :. Not 

that by /trong cries 1s probably to be.meant external” noiſe, 

but 7aternal zeal ; nor, as if he had put himſelf in an Ago- 

ny by violext motion, but by Fervency of Spirit.

3. Our Prayers muſt be perform'd with Attention. 
That is, we muſt make it our care, that our Mind' and- 
Thoughts do, as near as may be, accompany every Sen- 
tence and Word of our Prayers: "Tis abſur'd to expe God 
ſhould hear us, when we do not hear our ſekves. "Tis fol- 
ly-and profaneneſs, in the midſt of our addreſs to dread 
Majeſty, to neglect our God, and our {clves, in purſuit of 
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gay Flies, and gilded Fancies ; and thus to babble, when 
16.29, 13- We ſhould pray, is the drawing near to God with our Lips, 
Mat. 15.8. when our Hearts are far from ay 
I have been the ſhorter on this Cond7tion, becauſe it is 
ſuppos'd in the former ; for Fervour is nothing but [ntenti- 
on of Spirit, and where that is, there muſt needs be Ar- 
tention. | 
4. Our Prayers muſt be attended with Perſeverance. 
Men, our fellow-duft and aſhes, are proud and furley, 
and apt to take offence at our importunity ; but God 
(who is infinitely better to us, than we to oneanother , 
where we pretend, or even have the greateſt kindneſs) is 
urgent with us to be ſo with him, and uſes as it were ſlight 
and artifice to bring us to it. For beſides the Parable of 
the importunate Widow, and the Friend that would bor- 
row bread (the former of which. is expreſs'd to have been 
ſpoken to this end, that men ought allways to pray, and not 
to-faint; and the /atter ſeems tocommend to us hu ayaj- 
Luke.11.8., Say (we render it zmportunity, but it ſignifies more) e- 
ven inpudence in asking :) beſides theſe , I ſay, God is 
pleasd to repreſent himſelf as over-bory, and maſterd by 
the Energy,. and Force of a perſevering Prayer. Thus 
when Moſes ſtood for 1/rae!, whom God' had threatned to 
conſume, the reſfiſtence was fo great, and the oppoſition 
ſo. powerfull, that he. who commands the Thunder, ſeem'd 
Exod. 22. 10, FEduCid to the neceſſity of begging quarter; Let me alone, lays 
God, now become the Supplicant, and'to elicit the grant 
Ibid, he- oppoſes a notable tempting Bait; 7 wil? make of thee 
a great-Nation:. But Moſes was peremptory in his demand, 
and ſo the Almighty was forc'd ts ſubmit. 
R Again, , the Scripture. repreſents Facob wre/ling with a 
"te 3% *4* Han, (who is thought to be the ſecond perfon in the 7ri- 
nity,

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1ity, God bleſſed for ever :) The Contention was ſharp 
and obſtinate, and continued till break of day; but at 
length Facob got the better, (though wonnded indeed,” and 
lanid in the Combat) and like a Roman Yidor, grac'd with 
the Name and Spoils of the vanquiſh'd, brought off the 
name of 1ſrael, God's Valiant, and a Bleſling to boot. 
Thus through Man's Perſeverance the Kinzdom of Heaven 
ſuffers violence, and the violent take it by force. 

But what was before ſaid of our Faith, muſt here be re- 
peated'of our Perſeverance, viz. that when we pray for 
Tuftice, Charity, Univerſal Obedience, and the end of our 
hope, Heaven and Happineſs, things undoubtedly good 
and promisd, we cannot continue foo inſtant in Prayer ; 
but may and ought to beg, again and again, untill we 
obtain : But when we pray for Parts, Learning, Health, 
Plenty, here Reſignation will be commendable,and Submif 
ſion to God's better Judgment ; for neither has God fm- 
ply promis'd theſe latter, nor can we warrant them good 
for our ſelves, unleſs we could know future Events. 

5. Our Prayers muſt be frequerr. 

This St. Paul enjoyns in his 1ſt to the 7hefſ. the 5th 
C _ and the 17thv. Pray without ceaſing, ad\ca\ermmus, 
indefinently. The meaning is not, that we muſt ſpend eve- 
ry momeyt of our Lite in Prayer: This is zmpoſſible, and 
| therefore cannot oblige. We muſt eat, drink, work, and 
ſleep ; viſit the ſick, cloath the naked, pour Oil and Wine 
into the Wounds of our diſtreſſed Nighbour z and a man 
can mind but one thing at once. The meaning therefore 
will be, that we muſt conftantly maintain in our ſelves a, 
praying frame of Spirit. The flame of our Devotion, like the | 
lacred fire of the Sanctuary, or that of Yeſta, muſt never 
be extin, but breakout now and then, in ſhort, but pi-

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ous Ejaculations,; and checker our Earth with Heaven : 
And farther that we muſt not make Prayer only a 74pepyor, 
or by-work, but have our ſet and ſolemn Offices, at the 
leaſt twice a day.

Earth, yet. conſtantly thrice a day © 
did he pray, and give thanks unto his God : Nay, this he 
did (which ſhews how little he thought either of thoſe 
times might be ſpar'd) when not only the Sluggard's pain- 
ted Lyon lay .in his way, but when a whole Den of real 
ones {tood open againſt him. - .. _ | 

6. The next Qualification, or Condition, requiſite 
to make our Prayers effeftual, is, that he who prays be 
a good man. 


....Fhis St. John teaches us, in his 1ſt Ep.zd Chap. Beloved, 


if our heart condemn us not, then-bave we confidence towards 
\God ;, and whatſoever we .ask we receive of him, becauſe we 


keep his.commandments, and do thoſe things that are plea- 


fing in his. fight. This he that was born Hind fully -under- 


' ſtood, 'as appears by his honeſt and rational Apology, in 


behalf:of his. wonderfull Phyſician ; where he argues thus, 
Why, herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know mot . from 
whence he is, and yet he hath opened mine eyes : Now we 
know that God heareth not Sinners : But if any man be a 
Warſtipper of God, and doth his will, him he heareth.

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You ſee how the Candle of the Lord, which was in the 
Houſe before, beams out upon the firſt opening of the 
Windows. : 
This David and St. Peter jointly teach us in the fame 

words, The eyes of the Lord are over the righteous, and his® 34: "3> 
ears are open unto their Prayers ; but the face of the Lord © 
is againſt them that doe evil. The fame Truth is undeni- 
ably atteſted in many like places of Scripture ; The Lord 
is far from the Wicked, but he heareth the Prayer of the Prov. rs. 29, 
tighreous. He that turneth away his ear from hearing the Pc-28. g. 
Law , even his Prayer ſhall be abomination. If ye abide in Joha 15. 7. 
me, and my words abide in you [that's the Condition] ye 
ſhall ask what ye will, and it ſhall be dowe unto you. And 
that place mention'd before on another occaſion, The 
effeftual fervant Prayer of a righteous man availeth much, 
tells us by conſequence, that the Prayer of an wnrighte- 
ous may is but little available.

And how, indeed, can that Wretch expect forgiveneſs 
of God ; who refuſeth to pardon his Fe/low-Creature 2 
He who .has mo Bowels himſelf, ſhall »ever receive Mer- 

. Cy; God will never pardon the Cruel and Revenge- 
full. | | | 

Mat.18 23.&c, - That Servant. who had the Debt forgiven him, had it 
charg'd on him . anew, for taking his fellow-fervant fo 
inhumanely by the Throat : And "upon, Non-payment 
was caſt into Priſon ,. there to rot. eternally, and. never 
be conſum'd. 

Nay, in that Prayer of our Saviour's own teaching, 
(which we, do, or at leaſt ſhould, . daily return to him 
that gave it,)-we beg forgiveneſs of our Treſpaſſes con- 
ditionally, as we forggve them that Treſpaſs againſt us. And 
conſequently, (according to all Laws of Reaſoning) _—

&c. The true and genuine Remedy is that preſcribd by

This neceflarily follows from, 'and is indeed included 
in what has been already faid, that our Prayers mult be 
fervent ; for * Fervour (as T "there ſhewed) is to be mea- 
fur'd by the greatneſs of d&fre-; but whoſo ardently defres

any thing, will ufe at 1 lawfull means to obtain it: 
Now Prayer and hone/# Induſtry being thoſe means, neither 
of them may be omitted. 

Indeed Prayer and Inds/fry ought conſtantly to go to- 
gether, be individual companions , and never be ſeparated. 
For Prayer without »d4uſtry is meer mockery, and 1ndu- 
ftery without Prayer 1s irreligious preſumption. This 
is well enough expreſt in the Fable:The Swain's Cart ſtuck 
in the Mire, he pray'd to Hercules to lift it out; Her- 
cules bid him put to his own Shoulder, and then again 
petition him ; the fellow did fo, and got off. "Tis unrea- 
ſonable to expect help from azother, when we will not 
ſtrive to help our ſelves. v6 

8. Our Geſtures, or Poſtures muſt be Reverenti- 


This is the common ſenſe of Mankind,and what nothing 
but Superſtition,or Profaneneſs, ever gainſay'd ; Nay, what 
man is there of common wit, or civility , but, if to ap- 
pear before his Governour, does, beſide his conſi- 
dering what he ſhall ſay, take care likewiſe that his Behaviour 
be decent and reſpe&full ? And does God, our Creatour, 
deſerveleſs.regard than our Fe/low-Creatures > And may our 
Carriage indeed, be more rude in.the- Church, than the 
Parlour 2 I need fay no more to the Honeſt and Good- 
natur'd ; but if any be wilfx/l and refrattory, T pray God, 
who only can, - to convince them. Only let me add, 
There is very little hope, that that man ſhould-ever be 

Mat.$.29, 30, brought to forfake a darling Laſt, to cut off a Right hand, 


to pluck out a Right eye, for God's ſake, who will not 


from him be prevail'd on to quit a /azy poſture. 
As the Geſtures which we uſe muſt be Reverextzal, 
lo 'tis the Cuſtome of the Country where we. live, muſt 


determine 
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determine which are ſo. Such with «s (and ſo generally 
in theſe weſtern Parts of the World) are Xneeling, being 
bare, and ſtanding. Thus we kneel to our X72, our 
Biſhops, and our Parents ;,and none butanill-bred Clown 
will, unleſs commanded, ſit before thoſe who are much 
his Superiours. Wherefore in our Prayers we ſhall doe 
well to obſerve theſe poftures, and withall to conſider 
that the P/alms, whether read, or ſung, and the Graces 
which we uſe at'our Tables, are Prayers. 

Permit me to annex but two more Particulars, which 
relate to this Subject ; and then I ſhall conclude. 

Firſt therefore, Our Prayers muſt be both Publick and - 
Private. | : | | 

The Prayers of the Church are publick, and muſt be 
frequented; and he that negleAs them, beſides the Pro- 
faneneſs which he thereby ditcovers, he does, as it were, 
lop off himſelf from being, a Member of Chriſt's Botly, 'a 
of that true. Vine, and iflues out againſt himſelf a drake | 
full, becauſe juſt, Excommunication. | ; 
But neither muſt private Prayer be negleed : For to 
pray only in the publick Aſſembly, has too much of the - 
Stage in it; *tis rather to a than pray, and reſembles 
the Phariſces praying at Corners, that they might 'be 
ſeen by 40th ſtreets. Maſters therefore-muſt take care to 
have Prayers in their Families; and he that lets his Houſ- 
hold want this Spiritual food, is no leſs, but rather more 


an Tafidel, than he that ſtarves them for want of their 1 Tim. 5.8. 


dayly Bread. 
But as Family prayers are private,with reſpeCt tothoſe of 
the Church, ſo are they pablick, in relation to thoſe of the 


Cloſet: Wherefore every particular man (that has years, mar. 6. 6. 


and diſcretion enough to underſtand his Duty) muſt . 
dayly 
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- dayly. pray alone, and in private, where none ſees or hears 
him, but himſelf and his God : Where if thou be truly 
devout, thy Father-which ſeeth in ſecret ſhall reward thee 
openly. | 

y And if. private: Prayer be Bf fuch 'Force and Power, 
much mare may we ſuppoſe in putlick : For there the De- 
votions of the whole Congregation are united, and their 
ſtrength by union rendred ſtronger.: And where every 
man puts to his helping heart and hand, there is greater 
aſſurance of pulling down a Bleſſing. Holy men of old 
look'd upon it as a great Aflidtion, to be debarr'd the 
-privilege of approaching to God in his Tabernacle, or 
Temple. David's complaints are bitter and frequent ; 
Wo is me that I ſojourn in Meſech ; and I had rather be a 
door-keeper :in the Houſe of my God ; and my Soul longeth, 
yea even fainteth,. for the Courts of the Lord : Yea, he en- 
. vies the Sparrow, . and -the Swallow: Theſe, Happy Birds! 
might build, and ſing near thoſe Altars from which 
himſelf (a much ſweeter Muſician) was banifh't. 

Publick Prayers are to be vocal : That is,they muſt con- 
ſiſt in words ſo deliver d, that they may be heard by the. 
whole Congregation. "Tis an Zzdecency for People, in 
time of Divine Service, to mutter to themſelves in holes 
and private corners, as 1s frequent in Popiſh Chapels ; and 
unleſs the Prieſt prays audibly, it can tend no more to 
Edification, than if (which is another Abſurdity of the 
Papiſts) he ' prayed in an unknown tongue. 

As publick Prayers muſt be wocal, fo they ought to 
conſiſt in a ſet and determin'd Form of words. 
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For let Prejudice her ſelf judge, whether is more reaſo- 
wable, that in the Church,where Decency and Order are by 
all means to be obſervd; we ſhould uſe a Form com-

conſidering betore hand what he ſhall fay 2 Or promiſe 
himſelf that he ſhall be able to fay a hearty Amen (and 
may not ſometimes have more need of a God forbid) at 
the cloſe of every Petition of an Extemporary Effuſion ? 
How can you invite a man to joyn in Communion 
with you, when you have not to ſhew in what he muſt 
joyn?. Add hereto, that there never was any ſettled 
Church, whether Jewiſh, or Chriſtian, in apy A ge-in the 
World , but had its /e?t/ed Liturgy: Even the Church of 
Geneva it ſelf (whatever may have been - pretended) uſes 
ſet Prayers, composd by their Famous Mr. Calvix , 
Prayers known by Thoufands amongſt us, and which can 
readily be produc'd, both in French, as they uſe them, 
and alſo in Latine. . _. | 

The laft thing T ſhall mention is this, That our Pray- 
ers mult be dire&ted to right Ends. 
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For though a good End cannot moralize, or makegood 
a bad Action, (as I muſt not ſteal that I may give to the 
Poor ;) yet a bad end will ſpoil the beſt. I muſt pray there- 
fore, as it is a part of Worſhip tending to God's Glory, 
and conducing to the continuation and cncreaſe of his Fa- 
vours, to my ſelf and others: And not propole to my 
ſelf the ſlender Reward of the Hypocrite; an Opinion, 
forſooth,of Sanctiry and Devotion. And 1o for the things 
for which I pray, I muſt neither ask Power, that TI may 
avenge me of my enemy, or opprels my n:ghbour ; nor 
Riches, that I may kill my Friend with kindneſs, vitiating, 
nay, deſtroy him, both Body and Soul; with exceſlive 
Entertainments. This Uſage, however highly eſteem'd 
among men, is abomination in the ſight of God : No, 
nor that I may live ſoftly and luxuriouſly my 1elf,, and fare 
deliciouſly, as Dives, every day. | 

This could not well be omitted, becauſe it is the very 
Fault which is ſpecified, and reprov'd in the words which 
immediately, and in the ſame breath, follow thoſe of my 
Text ; Te as, and recerve not, becauſe ye ask amiſs; That 
ye may conſume it upon your Luſts. 

From the former part of which words I have faithful: 
ly ſhew'd you, That Prayer is a Duty which we muſt all- 
perform; and that we have all the reaſon in the World 
to doe it promptly, and readily ; becauſe *tis a certain 
Means of ſupplying us with whatever we ſhall want, if it 
be rightly and duely performed : And you have been 
taught how 7hat is to be done. | 

The Reſult of all is, that we /ove the Lord, becauſe he 
is fo good to the Soul that ſeeketh him, and that we be 
carefull (that is ſollicitous) for nothing, but in every thing by 
Prayer and Supplication, with Thanksgiving , do let our re- 


queſts 
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queſts be made knw: unto God : Purifying our ſelv?s, even Joh. 3.3, 
as He is pure. And that nonedo hereaiter fay with him- 
felf, What is the Almighty, that we ſhould ſerve him? And Job 21.15. 
what profit ſhould we have if we pray unto him 2 For he is 
our Strength, and our Deliverer, our faithful Refuge in trou- 
Ble, our Fortreſs and the Rock of our Salvation; He is the 
Father of Pities, and God of all Conſolation ; is nigh to all 
them that call upon him; will alſo hear their cry,and will ſave 
them. 
He is the Hiding Place from troublesthe Shield and Buck- 
ler, the high Tower, the Horn of Salvation, who, when the 
Righteous cry, doth hear them, and delivereth them out of all 
their Troubles. 
Unto him, the King Eternal, Immortal , Inviſible, 
the onely Wiſe God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, Bleſſed 
Trinity, and Myſterious Unity, be all Honour, and Glo- 
ry, for ever and ever, Ame. |
